Miller, Marcia Morse, Cathy Smucker, Judy Troyer, Don Weirich, Linda 
Wenger, Ron Yoder, Perry Zehr, and Nancy Zigler. We sold candy, con- 
cessions, and fish to raise money. Our class play was a drama, "The 
Remarkable Incident at Carson Corners." We took a short trip to West- 
ville in the spring, and we left for New York City during the last week in 
March. May broughtbaccalaureate, commencement, and an end to our 
twelve years of hard work. 


It is time for us to leave M.H.S. now, but we can never forget what it 
has brought us and given us..We know its efforts shall not have been in 
vain.
